Affirmative Win Debate By 
Overwlielining Majority — 
Mme Caegrain, Beatrice 
Roseiibaiim, Estelle Stciii< 
berp, Edmund Co Hard 
And Phillip Mattkanis 
Other Speakers. 

That instead of granting the 
franchise to women we should 
disenfranchise men, and thus 
place the two sexes on the some 
level was the novel argument 
advanced by R. L. Calder, K.C, 
at the debate held last night 
under the auspices of the Mc- 
Gill Debating Union Society. 
The argument "Resolved That 
the further emancipation of 
women is desirable" attracted a 
large house of over five hun- 
dred, oae of the largest that 
has ever attended a meeting of 
the society. 

The affirmative side of the argu- 
ment uas supported by Mme. Cas- 
erain, -wife of a provincial M.P., 13s- 
telle Steinberg .-iiid Edmund Collaxd 
■while the negative was upheld by Mr. 
Calder, Beatrice KoRcnbauni and 
3'hlUip JIatthams.. After tho debate 
proper was concluded two other 
ypeaU-ei-s look advantage of the op- 
portunity offered to express their 
views. .\t the cloEc of the evening 
there was no need to count the votes 
'fcA* "an overwhelming majority signi- 
fied their support of th* affirmative 
Klde. 

First Speaker 

The first Kpcalicr of the evening, 
^linc. Cassrain, opened her exposi- 
tion of the affirmative sid^ by stat- 
. ill!; that v.Iiile women in tho privlnce 
have I'd thç riehi lo plead ir.clr case 
In tile courts of justice they have at 
li'ii' t ti p right 3f doing so bpfort the 
bar ot palilic o:>lc!nn. 

Silo then proceeded to define tlic 
word emancipation. While the dic- 
tionary definition mentions a freeing 
from bondage she wished to stress the 
fact thJtt was not tho point under 
discussion. Tlie emancipation of wo 
men. as tlic term is generally under- 
sioot: is a social doctrine asking <.->iual 
civil and political rights for women as 
lor men. 

WijMiiiti is a r"?i'.scin wilii an Intclli- 
gence and a heart. Men do not re- 
cognise tills intelligence and the most 
ililterato among them boUeve that 
ftiiéjr fchavc better understanding of 
Social and pplitlcal problems than the 
liioBl lilghly educated woman. 

The speaker then proceeded to de- 
jnonslratc that woman as a <:llizen 
■\va.s on a j)ar v.ilh iiKin. Slie must, 
ji!iy taxes and submit to the same 
laws as man. Only in military ser- 
vice does she fall to support lier 
country, a£ docs man and she makes 
up for tills by bearing sons for the 
nation. It may conio that Iji time wo- 
man Avill liavc a placn in llic ainiy 
«,nd she will assuredly give a good ac- 
count of herself. On the other hand 
.acxnan will never bear a son for his 
ountry. 

Important Factor 
Woman has become an Important 
factor In the economical world. When 
during the Industrial revolution, nion 
forced factory work upon woman she 
became y.'Mjuslonied to it and now 
many Avumon prefer to work for tli»'r 
living. A married woman, too works, 
though she may receive no salary. 

There is no moral or religious ob.- 
Jccllon tu the 0Mi:i,n(.-li);il loii ot wo- 
man, I'liiii'cli anIliorilieH for cen- 
turies lia.vo upheld the rights of wo- 
laan, As for the argument that tlic 
entrance oclwomen Into the political 
field would cause controversy in the 
home, It would at Ipast be a new 
point oil which lo argur.

Provincial Hour 
Lecture Subject 

Professor B. W. Taylor 
Speaks on Important 
\ Provincial Species

Canadian Tourist Trade Af- 
fected by Hniitiiig And 
Fishing Facilities 

rrofessor ii.W. Taylor of McCilll 
leltvcrod a s|)ccch on gamo fish In 
tlio rrovlnco ot Quebec lust night 
over station CKAC during tho Pro- 
vlnoliil Hour from 8* o'clock until ». 
Ilo gave a general Icctuio on the 
more important kinds of fish in the 
province and conimentod on gaiiio 
protection and kindred subjects, 
comparing Quebec favonibly with 
other provinces and countries In this 
respect. 

Speckled troul, said the lecturer, 
uro the most fnmlllnr kind ot fish hero 
iiiul of llicsc there arc llirco siicclcs 
Indigenous lo the province ot Quebec. 
One species U.e.s mostly In salt water 
[ind only comes Into the fresh waters 
ot the lakes to spawn whilo others 
have chnraclcrlsllc habits which make 
them easy to distinguish. They are a 
very game fish and attractive to 
sportsmen for this reason. 

Bast Protect Young 
\nothcr well-known fish Is the black 
bass, Tho male flph ot this species 
looks after tho young as they emerge 
from tho eggs, protecting tlicni from 
predatory fish and usslating them to 
set food. In this way most ot tho 
young ot the black bass survive, un- 
like the young of many, other fish 
which arc unprotected and often fall 
victims to larger fish. 
. Satiiion occur less frc .uenlly In 
Quebec but give good sport, they ex- 
ist ot course, on both sides ot tho At- 
lantic, being well known In England 
and, on this side, in Hudson Bay. 
What is sometimes thought to be a 
distinct kind of salmon, the "Wanan- 
Ish, lives in the waters of Quebec 
laUe^, but whether oi* not It is a ills 
lliicfspëclésTias never been really dc 
tcrmlned. Those fish sometimes grow 
to Immense size, one of them being 
captured and brouglit to London 
which Weighed a record weight of S3 
pounds and another In Canada which 
weighed over 60 pounds.

Be Real Leader 
Of Community 

Prof. F. Clarke Discusses 
Educational Problem 
Of Quebec 

NEED NEW SYSTEM 

Critical Fluidity of Mind 
Will Characterise ' 
New Age 

"Tho emancipated youth ot this 
century will bo succeeded by young- 
sters who will repudiate their parents 
for their loose woys", said Pro- 
fessor P. Clarke, Head ot tho l>e- 
parlmont ot Kduc.atlon, when he 
addressed tho Alumnao Association 
ot McGllI In 'tho R.V.C. last night on 
tho topic ot "Tho Teacher In the 
Community." 

Professor Clarke , was Introduced 
by Mrs. MacDonald, who said that 
he had Oxford and Soutli Africa as 
a background and Montreal as a 
foreground. 

I am speaking to colleagues. 'We 
are all In tho'same family as teach- 
ers", began tho speaker. Ho had 
been looking at the problems for a 
year and felt that he jwas '"'rlnK 
part in a very difficult task, and 
was trying to live Into the situation 
to feel subconsciously the promising 
lines of action. 

Time Fop Reconstruction 
This society Is a very Important one 
as the teachers are mostly repre- 
sented by women. There Is some 
truth In the saying that the stand- 
ards of taste and codes of beh.ivlour 
and morals are determined by wo- 
men. It Is time for men to take a 
hand in tiicni. 

S|)ort and business ore insignifi- 
cant and c-lucatton ia significant. 
That Is where the teacher comes In. 

What Is the particular job ot the 
teacher In tho community? ho asked. 
After a century of emancipation tho 
movement of release has gone far 
enough. The time of reconstruction 
hits come. 'Wo are living In a neilod 
which Is liko that period -in -snclen t 
Greece 'when'.'lt 'wns on the verge of 
being reconstructed Into Ilellenisllc 
Roman civillsalion. A similar state

"The Byrd Antarctic Expedition 
■was th© subject ot an address deliv»! 
ered to a joint meeting of the Sigma' 
Xi and Physical Societies by Franlc 
T. Davies yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Davies was a physicist on tho 
expedition and Incidentally the only 
McGUl representative, previously be- 
ing a member ot the staff of the De-, 
partment ot Physics at this university 
and before that a student In the Fa- 
culty of Graduate Studies, from which 
he obtained the desre* of M.Sc. Ho 
was recomended for his position on 
tho expedition by Dr. Barnes and 
Shaw, 

The expedition was more success- 
ful than would have otherwise been ■ 
the case due to two reasons, stated 
Mr. Davies. In the first place they 
had at their disposal all the know- 
ledge gained from previous expedi- 
tions and in the second they had a 
ship fitted -with wireless, with which 
they received all important news. The 
value ot the radio was stressed very 
strongly and the efficient work that 
they' were able to do through its aid 
was Impressed upon the audience. 

A great part of the address consist- 
ed in tho showlnsr of lantern slides, 
which gavQ In pictorial form the story 
ot the Byrd expedition from tho time 
of Its departure until Its return. They 
made th« fact very clear that the 
many hardships experienced were re- 
ceived with great fortitude by the 
crew.

A True College Story 

IT is strange that as yet there has ap- 
peared no convincing novel on modern 
undergraduate life. It is strange inasmuch 
as modern novelists have a penchant for 
searching studies into almost every branch 
of human activity. The soldier, doctor, 
business man, housewife and even the 
mistress have all received intelligent and 
interesting treatment at the hands of pre- 
sent-day fiction writers, but the college 
student seems to be below their notice. 
It is true that college stories have 
" been written by the hundred. They have 
appeared like a plague in magazine and 
book form, and every football season sees 
] another flock of them. Few of these tales, 
however, present anything like a balanced 
view of student life. Most of them seem 
to have been written by people who never 
■were inside a college, hacks who are tak- 
ing advantage of the present college craze 
to grind out successful potboilers. "Ex- 
posing real conditions" in a college story 
ip usually synonymous with chap muck- 
raking. 

We imagine that some of these novel- 
ists and short story writers go about the 
telling of a college story in a^ manner 
somewhat like this. First they make a 
list of words:— "Freshman," "Hip Flack," 
"Prexy," "Coach," "Coed," and so on. 

Then they-puU plot number six out of 

ihe_file6, sprinkle the magic words through 
the paragraphs, add some collegiate wise- 
cracks, a Tisque situatioh, a football game, 
and behold, w.e have another campus yarn. 

It is unfortunate that undergraduate 
life has not redeived more serious atten- 
tion from writers skilled in their art. At a 
: tijne when the old idea of college exclusive- 
ness is giving way to the theory of mass 
education the characteristics of student 
life are bound to differ from what they 
have been in the' past and what they will 
be in the future when the system has at- 
tained equilibrium. An analytical, true-to- 
life novel of this^eriod will be invaluable 
Ticars lîëncë.î 



Last Night's Audience 

THE debate was certainly successful in- 
sofar as the excellence of the presenta- 
tion of the speeches, and the value of the 
discussion went, but certainly not as far 
the attendance was concerned. This 
statement comes as a surprise to some 
few students who may liave attended, and 
yurpo saw that the ballroom of the Union 
was packed until all the chairs, tables and 
bpxes available had been used.
